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Against • Lotteries- 


Assistant Attorney General Thotnas 
of the Post Office Department 
has 
given out a statement regarding the 
new Lottery law just passed, which 
prevents 
express 
companies 
from 
carrying lottery 
matter. 
He says 
that the law will eventually prevent 
the 'conveyance of such matter be­ 
tween States or bringing it into this 
country from other nations by express 
companies .or common carriers he- 
tween the States. 


But the important provision of the 
bill, in the opinion of the postal au­ 
thorities, is the last section, which 
reads as follows: 


"That the powers conferred upon 
the Postmaster General by the statute 
_^ot 1890, chapcer 908, section 2, are 
hereby extended and made applicable 
to all letters or other matter sent by 
mail." 


Heretofore the Postmaster General 
has been authorized only to forbid 
payment of money orders or delivery 
of registered letters to parties con­ 
ducting lotteries or schemes to de­ 
fraud. 
The department could not in­ 
terfere with ordinary matter under 
seal, and so the department has been 
transporting and delivering in sealed 
letters lottery and fraudulent 
matter 
and express money orders for invest­ 
ment in them. 


The section above quoted author­ 
izes the Postmaster General to refuse 
to deliver to a party conducting a 
lottery or fraud any letter or other 
mail matter, whether registered or.not 
and to have it returned to the send­ 
ers, where known, or to the Dead | 
Letter 
Office, if unknown, marked 
"Fraudulent." 


It is predicted that this new power 
conferred on the Postmaster General 
will greatly tend to suppress the lot­ 
tery traffic in this country.

This is a subject which has been 
before the public for many years.. It 
commenced in a small way but has 


now 
grown to such large proportions 
that it is causing the attention of all 
the State governments 
Every Legis­ 
lature in sts>ion has a bill bjfore it 
making it possible for a woman to 
cast a vote with the same right a man 
does. 
In some cases the contestant 
meets with success while in others 
defeat follows 
The persistent work­ 
ers for the cause do not seem to mind 
any setbacks but keep pushing for­ 
ward. 
In fact the success attending 
the matter is about the same else­ 
where as it has met with in Califor­ 
nia.
